The priest said a farewell word to 
him and the black cap was pulled over 
his head and exactly at 10:04 o'clock 
the trap was sprung and Fredericks 
was dancing on air. 
The physicians 
at once caught his hands and took his 
pulse and in eleven minutes he was 
pronouueed dead and was cut down. 
His neck was broken and death must 
have been instantaneous. 


The murderer was buried this after­ 
noon in the prison graveyard and the 
last chapter in the life of William 
Fredericks was ended. 


There was a large number of officers, 


newspaper men and physicians in at-4 
tendance at the execution. Four sons 
of Sheriff Pascoe, who was murdered 
by Fredericks, were present, and saw 
their father avenged by the law.

SAN QUENTIN, July 36.—Murderer 
Fredericks slept calm and peacefully 
last night, and no one would have 
thought that be was sleeping his last 
sleep on earth to have looked at him. 
He did not seem to be dreaming, and 
slept soundly until 6:30 this morning. 
After he awoke he dressed himself in 
the same careless fashion 
that has 
been his wont, and after eating a 
hearty breakfast, he lighted the to­ 
bacco in his pipe and conversed cheer­ 
fully with his guards and the newspa­ 
per men, but he would not converse 
about the crime. 
The most careful 
observation failed to show any signs of 
weakening, and he cracked jokes as 
he has done during the past month. 


At 8:30 the priest who has been 
constantly giving him words of comfort 
entered the cell and remained with 
him over an hour. 
When the priest 
had finished with him he resumed his 
conversation with the guards and 
those present and had a pleasant smile 
for all of them. 
He said that he 
would like to live, but that he was sat­ 
isfied to die. 


Every once in awhile he would look 
toward the next room where the gal­ 
lows were erected and from where he 
could hear the subdued hum of many 
voices, but he did not flinch one bit. 


At 9:50 Warden Hale entered his 
cell and read the death warrant to him 
after which he told him to come with 
him, 


Fredericks, without changing color, 
got up and followed the Warden into 
the next room with a firm and steady 
step and when he ascended the steps 
to the scaffold he was entirely un­ 
moved. 
He walked to the front of the 
platform, directly under the noose, and 
looked complacently down upon the 
upturned faces of those who were there 
to see him die 


His arms and feet were quickly pin­ 
ioned and he stood up and the chair 
was removed. 


He then in a steady voice, without 
any huskiness or quiver, spoke as fol­ 
lows: 


"Gentlemen, I heartily forgive all 
my enemies as I hope to be forgiven. 
I can assure you, gentlemen, that I do 
not entertain the least thought of hard 
feeling to any living mortal. The 
blindness of human justice will, in a 
moment, be gratified, and I leave be­ 
hind, me the chains of slavery and the 
bones of the flesh.

To watch the loading of grain, either 
from an elovator or % lighter, into one 
of the majnjnoth veanla engaged in its 
transportation, is to witness one of the 
chief operations is the moveinenls of 
the world's commerce. It is carried in 
long pipes, with .a funnel shaped roav*r 
hie appendage at the end, which is shift­ 
ed by means of a rope from oa* part .of 
the hold to another, according as the 
stream of grain fills np the spaces re­ 
served for it. The grain flows into the 
Teasel with the noise and velocity of a 
torrent and sends a dense voloine of 
dost and chaff upward, obscuring the 
depths beneath and making the men at­ 
tending the stowage below look Uke 
ghosts in the rising mist. 


The "trimming'' of the grain in the 
holds is aa important part of its stor­ 
age. 
After several thousand bushels 
have been streamed intothe hold, a doz­ 
en or more men are delegated to shovel 
the down pouring column in between the 
vessel's beams, a job for which they 
are paid at the rate of a cent a minute. 
In vessels of the Cunard stripe it tajtea 
• between 1 3 , 0 0 0 and 1 5 , 0 0 0 bushels to 
fill a bold, and these vessels average 
5 0 , 0 0 0 bushels in the total cargo. Ships 
carrying grain ulone can take as high as 
1 2 5 , 0 0 0 bushels, and when it is consid­ 
ered that from 4 , 0 0 0 to 7 , 0 0 0 bushels 
can be stored in an hour, every 40 bush­ 
els weighing a ton, an idea oan be had 
of the force of the torrent directed into 
the vessel. 


Large vessels have four or five holds, 
and a distinction is made in storing'ths* 
cargo in them. Grain, from itaoompMk 
and dead weight, is reserved mostly for 
the center of the vessel, while cured 
provisions are packed as far forward and 
as faf aft as possible, for their batter 
pnssrvatian from the heat of the ship's 
fires. In some vessels, like the greet 
Onnarders, which carry passengers as 
well as freight, the heaviest weight is 
stored in the lowest hold; in the tech­ 
nical parlance of the stevedore, "stiffen­ 
ing" the ship. It takes about 1,600 tons 
to ' 'stiffen" a great Cnnardef, and when 
this is done the lower bold is fastened 
and battened down and work is began 
on the next, —Doofthoe's Magazina

The antivivisectionists sometimes hor­ 
rify us-by describing the poison which 
paralyzes all the active powers of the 
body while leaving the sensibilities un­ 
touched.

He could distract his mind from one 
pursuit by another, but could not force 
bis energies to converge upon a single or 
distant aim. Painful emotions wesa 
evaded, instead of being met face to 
face. When he heard suddenly at Malta 
of John Wordsworth's death ha tried to 
stagger out of a publio room and before 
he reached the door fell to the floor in a 
convulsive hysterio fit, and was ill for 
a fortnight 
He then declared that he 
was uulkla.to.open any letters lest they 
should bring news of the death of one 
of bis children. 


The intensity of his faeltnga paralysed 
instead of stimulated 
his powers. 
"Vexations and prayings upon the spir­ 
it," he says, "pluok out the wing feath­ 
ers of the mind."
